know that our vector prob- 
lems today are largely man-made and 
forever taking new dimensions. 
Specific mention has thus far been 
made only two insect groups, mos- 
and flies, which are 
greatest importance public 
health, but aquatic midges and terres- 
gnats, both the biting Leptoco- 
species and the non-biting Hip- 
eye gnats, are growing sig- 
many areas. are being 
increasingly aware that these 
groups constitute major needs for in- 
tensified research and improved con- 
technologies. 


The Mosquito Problem 
Returning the mosquito prob- 
are encouraged the in- 
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ereased emphasis and least moder- 
ate progress made recent years, 
both mosquito prevention and 
source reduction. The inescapable fact 
remains, however, that with the pro- 
jected plans for development the 
water resources for maximum domes- 
tic, industrial, and agricultural use, 
the worst yet come. Based upon 
the extraordinary concern about 
water, exemplified the variety 
legislative bills being considered dur- 
ing the session the Cali- 
fornia State Legislature, appar- 
ent that water all its ramifications 
receives uppermost attention this 
state. The Bureau Vector Control 
the California State Department 
Health, through its water proj- 
ects activities collaboration with 
the Public Health Service, has been 
successful obtaining cooperation 
from the various federal and state 
water resources development agencies, 
leading incorporation mosquito 
prevention features the design and 
construction impoundments and 
water delivery structures. The obliga- 
tion these agencies terminates, 
however, upon delivery new water 
the local receiver. The difficult part 
remains largely done; the big 
job that getting the water-dis- 
tributing agencies provide for 
drainage land newly developed for 
irrigation, and getting the farmers 
use water properly, accordance 
with the needs the crop. matter 
great significance which the mos- 
quito abatement districts the San 
Joaquin Valley have participated dur- 
ing 1960 proposed major drain, 
extending the length the San Joa- 
quin Valley, for removal unusable 
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waste water. Such provision appears 
vital requirement the pres- 
ent and future needs mosquito 
control. 

Liquid wastes from the household, 
the community, and industry continue 
increase with the growing popula- 
tion. 

almost the other end the spec- 
trum, the snow mosquito problem 
high elevation recreational areas has 
only begun experienced, and its 
full impact upon the only 
awaits development the recrea- 
tional resources. During the past sea- 
son were able initiate some basic 
studies this problem. 

The growing evidence during 1960 
mosquito resistance organo- 
phosphorous insecticides, although not 
yet constituting crisis, adds another 
uncertainty mosquito control prac- 
tice and points the need for effec- 
tive alternate control technologies. 


The Domestic Fly Problem 


Our second great area concern 
the ever-present domestic fly problem. 
Most you are more familiar with 
the vector problems emanating from 
hear prediction that the domestic 
fly problem originating from solid or- 
ganic wastes progressing toward the 
point where will rival even ex- 
ceed the mosquito and midge problems 
importance. Like mosquitoes and 
midges, domestic flies are also taking 
advantage vast array new man- 
made conditions which propa- 
gate. Again, agricultural, industrial, 
and community wastes are giving rise 
these insects. The house fly and cer- 
tain other domestic flies which were 
thought the decline with the 
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disappearance the horse mode 
conveyance, and again during the 
magic spell the DDT era, have re- 
appeared with vengeance. dif- 
ficult even for those the midst 
appreciate fully the rapidly 
changing agricultural scene. Through 
the development new technology, 
farm output has increased percent 
since 1940, while the acreage used for 
example, the egg production per unit 
has increased percent the past 
years. 

Where there once were poultry 
farms, there are now egg factories— 
and manure factories—and potential 
fly factories. The story milk pro- 
duction similar. California also 
leads all states the slaughter 
eattle. There are about 550 commer- 
cial feed lots the state, which mar- 
ket over million head cattle 
annually. these agricultural indus- 
tries become surrounded urban 
sprawl, fly control becomes acute 
problem. 

Another acute problem has 
with refuse disposal. Despite marked 
improvement recent years, approxi- 
mately percent California com- 
munities still are characterized 
open-dump disposal community 
refuse, and doubt that this situation 
much better other areas the 
country. many areas California, 
deficient refuse storage, collection, 
transportation, and disposal practices 
are responsible for significant pro- 
portion the fly problem. Again, 
with over 1,500 new civilian residents 
arriving California each day, there 
need for city and county 
governments accept the moral, fi- 
nancial, and technical responsibility 
for bringing the refuse management 
practices out the Dark Ages and 
into the modern technological era. 
Unless some forward planning 
and take some forward action this 
area, shall inundated our 
own wastes. 

yet another area, evident 
that the vinegar fly, Drosophila, one 
the most critical problems confront- 
ing the food-processing industry 
California today. Wineries, canneries, 
the dried fruit industry, and certain 
other food-processing establishments 
are continually harassed this in- 
sect, which emerges from fruits await- 
ing processing and swarms during 
the period processing. The federal 
and state food and drug restrictions 
against Drosophila infestation 


processing plants and the products 
from such plants have resulted 
considerable loss income proc- 
essors. 


The Midge Problem 


Now let return some consid- 
eration the aquatic midge problem. 
The non-biting aguatic midges are 
taking advantage the increasing 
amount available water. Various 
impoundments, small 
fresh and foul, from sea level high 
elevations, are becoming production 
sites for prodigious numbers these 
insects. Liquid waste discharges 
community, industrial, and agricul- 
tural origin are proving ideally 
suited these midges. Underground 
water recharge basins and major flood 
and irrigation impoundments 
are also proving productive 
habitats. Clear Lake, California, 
which only decade ago, appeared 
relieved its gnat problem 
through treatment with the chlori- 
nated hydrocarbon insecticide, DDD, 
again confronted with baffling 
control need. After only three DDD 
treatments between 1949 and 1957, 
the fish population this lake was 
found 1959 contain sufficiently 
high DDD levels contra-indicate 
further use this chemical. Unfor- 
tunately, substitute material 
method for controlling these midges 
yet available which can ap- 
plied safely, economically, and effec- 
tively, although the Lake County Mos- 
quito Abatement District diligently 
seeking ecological 
solutions this problem. also 
understanding that some impor- 
tant ecological work 
midges presently being undertaken 
the University California 
Riverside, and the San Mateo 
County and Lake County Mosquito 
Abatement Districts. 

The Clear Lake experience points 
important general environmen- 
tal problem—whenever change the 
environment any way, must 
take into account the potential con- 
sequences.

The Role State Agencies 
Meeting the Challenge 

Now let turn brief considera- 
tion the role state agencies 
meeting this challenge. many you 
are aware, our department has been 
gradually developing research pro- 
gram mosquito ecology and control 
technology over the past decade. The 
California Mosquito Control Associa- 
tion has expressed its desire for 
adequate research program prepare 
the way for solving the increasingly 
complex problems mosquito and 
related vector control. The urgency 
well-defined and properly balanced 
control research program 
California has become more evident 
each year. 

During 1960 was possible bring 
the vector research needs Califor- 
nia into perspective and submit 
conerete proposal. June, Governor 
Brown appointed 15-member special 
Committee Public Policy Regard- 


ing Agricultural Chemicals study 
and review the many ramifications 
this broad problem and recommend 
sound policy. The primary 
interest was with respect the pub- 
food supply. The committee con- 
cluded that this time the food sup- 
ply safe and that apparent 
hazard exists the public from the 
present pattern agricultural chemi- 
usage California. The various 
aspects and needs this broad sub- 
ject area were appraised the com- 
mittee and its report concluded with 
the recommendation that re- 
search all areas pertaining agri- 
ducted government, university, and 
industry, order increase under- 
standing how pests may con- 
trolled more successfully, and estab- 
lish ever more clearly how pesticides 
may used without injury public 
health.’’ further emphasized the 
need search for better pest 
control measures, safer pesticides, and 
alternative measures, including biolog- 
specific course action, the committee 
Research Center established the 
University California, Davis, under 
the direction the California State 
provide needed scientific information 
vector control and other related 
problems involving pesticides, and 
make available facilities and 
information the Departments 
Agriculture and Fish and Game 
and other agencies, for needed 
further urged that contractual 
funds made available underwrite 
needed research where competent in- 
vestigators are located. 

The plan this proposed Ecology 
Research Center visualizes the closest 
kind cooperation 
among other interested state depart- 
ments and particularly between the 
State Department Public Health 
and the several branches the Uni- 
versity California engaged 
phases research having bearing 
upon vector control. The role the 
Department seen that co- 
ordinating, stimulating, and conduct- 
ing needed research the highest 
priority vector problems requiring at- 
tention. framework research staff 
needed pursue research ecol- 
ogy, ethology, biological control, phys- 
iology, toxicology, and certain engi- 
neering problems, they relate all

University California. our 
hope that steps will taken during 
the current legislative session im- 
plement this vital proposal. shall, 
course, look forward continued 
research cooperation and collabora- 
tion from the Department 
Agriculture, the Public Health 
Service, the Fish and Wildlife 
Service, and other federal, state, and 
local agencies our joint program 
Objectives and Outlook 

Now what are the objectives and the 
outlook? evident that the vector 
problems confronting are complex, 
longer possible for any level agency 
government industry plan 
ahead for major projects without co- 
ordinating efforts, nor can these broad 
problems defined and as- 
signed any one agency deal with 
unilaterally. Cooperative teamwork 
between health, agricultural, 
conservational, and educational agen- 
cies affords the only prospect for suc- 
cess where community, industrial, 
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agricultural, and recreational areas 
are interrelated. Equally import- 
ant, private enterprise must en- 
couraged contribute the special 
magic American ingenuity the 
solution the problems. one re- 
spect, public health has unique entree 
into environmental planning, since 
our mission has vested interest 
other than maximizing the public 
health and well-being. Our role 
agriculture, water resources, recrea- 
tional areas, and fish and wildlife 
confined this objective. 

dealing with most insects which 
adversely affect the public, becomes 
increasingly evident that the most 
effective results can accomplished 
directing control effort the 
source. The insect groups which 
have made reference today orginate 
from water, organic matter, and soil. 
While first glance these three media 
appear distinct and different, 
fascinating inter-relationship exists 
among the three. visualize the 
long-range solutions each these 
problems basically conserva- 
tional nature. Water and land man- 
would make for 
greatly reduced mosquito production. 
like manner, conversion solid 
organic wastes into valuable soil addi- 
tives through composting, offers 
realistic goal toward which work 
the interest fly prevention.

Monterey County’s first ordinance 
dealing with the discharge air con- 
taminants was passed the Board 
Supervisors January 1960. The 
ordinance was the result two years 
study and conferences the Mon- 
terey County Air Pollution Control 
Advisory Committee. This committee 
had broad community representation 
and worked closely with representa- 
tives the county, cities, and in- 
dustry. 

The ordinance prohibits the dis- 
charge pollutants that are dark 
darker shade than No. the 
Ringlemann Chart 
opacity. limits the emission par- 
ticulate matter 0.4 grains per cubic 
foot (60° and 14.7 pounds per 
square inch absolute) and the emis- 
sion sulfur compounds 0.2 per- 
cent volume. also includes gen- 
eral requirements regarding public 
nuisances. The Monterey County 
Health Officer has been designated 
the control officer. 


present the ordinance applies 
only the unincorporated areas 
the county. Cities are expected 
take the ordinance under considera- 
tion and determine they should 
adopt similar ones order have 
uniform countywide approach. 

Existing sources emissions are 
exempt from complying with the or- 
dinance for period five years.

Tuberculosis Case Finding 
San Francisco Schools 


The tuberculosis skin testing pro- 
gram for San Francisco’s school chil- 
dren continues very productive 
ease finding procedure. Children 
grades one, seven, ten, and twelve, are 
tested once each year, are all stu- 
dents new San Francisco’s schools. 
All previously known positive reactors 
who had marked degree indura- 
tion are excluded from the testing, but 
the previously known reactors who 
had moderate amount induration 
are retested because the instability 
the reactions this area. 

During the 1959-60 school year, 34,- 
028 children were tested. these, 
2,267, almost percent were posi- 
tive reactors. The follow-up posi- 
tive reactors located new cases 
tuberculosis among the school children 
and cases among their contacts 
the home.
